Hogan Hides 9 Hours, Taken Se- 
cretly From Collinsville to 
Edwardsville. 





Dr. E. M. Herrin, a widely-known 
veterinarian of Edwardsville, IIL, died at 
the Harrison Hospital, in Collinsville, 
at 11:20 a. m. Wednesday, of injuries re- 
ceived when Alonzo Hogan attacked him 
with a clothes prop. 

After hiding at his home, in Collins- 


ville, for nine hours, Hogan was secret- 
ly taken to Edwardsville in an automo- 
bile at midnight by Sheriff Henry. 

This action was taken after there was 
talk of violence. To assure the safety 
of his prisoner Sheriff Henry took a 
road which is seldom used and made 
several detours to avoid possible con- 
flict with persons who were hostile to 
Hogan. 

In the Edwardsville jail Hogan refuses 
to make a statement. 

Dr. Herrin was regarded as one of 
the leading citizens of Edwardsville and 
had friends throughout several coun- 
ties. He went to Collinsville, Tuesday, 
taking C. E. Willis with him as an 
assistant, to perform operations on sev- 
eral hourses owned by Arthur Paul, a 
liveryman. 

Skull Is Crushed, 


Dr. Herrin operated on several horses 
in the stable. One horse was so vicious 
that it was thought best to take him 
inte ° street. 

ei . whose home is opposite the 
live:, stable, went to Dr. Herrin ‘and 
remonstrated against the operation be- 
ing performed in the street. He said 
such things should not be done in public 
or where women and children could not 
avoid seeing them. 

Dr. Herrin paid no attention to the 
protest. According to witnesses, Hogan 
went into his. yard and returned with a 
heavy clothes pole, and after again de- 
manding that ‘the Operation:be. performed 
elsewhere, struck: Dr.- Herrin on the 
head with the pole, crushing his skull. 


When William Ostle, Hogan’s brother- 
in-law, tried to restrain him, Hogan at- 
tacked Ostle. Hogan next advanced on 
Willis and was about to strike him, 
when Ostle, who had run to his home, 
returned with a shotgun and forced Ho- 
gan to drop the pole.

Well-dressed and wealthy women 
pushed each other aside in their ef- 
fort to enfold Mrs. Ellen Lammers in

Wednesday afternoon when a jury 
returned a verdict that she was not 
guilty of shop-lifting. 

Mrs. Lammers, who owns her home 
at 3872 Hartford street, and is a 
member of the rich Marquardt family, 
was tried on the charge that she stole 
a pair of 79-cent gloves at Barr’s de- 
partment store Jan. 9 last, The only 
witnesses against her were two 
women detectives employed at thé 
store. 

Mrs. Lammers, clad in a white lin- 
gerie dress and wearing a large hat 
trimmed with white ostrich feathers, 
had sat in the courtroom for nearly two 
hours awaiting the verdict. 

When the Clerk read the words, “Not 
guilty,” Mrs. Lammers arose and start- 
ed toward the jury box. Her attorney, 
James M. Rollins, who is also her broth- 
er-in-law, restrained her. Then the 
rush of women began. The wealthy 
friends of Mrs. Lammers pushed their 
way into the bar inclosure and hugged 
and kissed her. 

As Judge Miller passed out through 
the courtroom, Mrs. Lammers, her lip 
quivering, said: ‘‘Judge, I want to thank 
you.”’ She also thanked each juryman 
as he left the box. 

With her two grown daughters closely 
following her, Mrs. Lammers went into 
the corridor and held an informal re- 
ception. 

Glad, for Family’s Name. 

“I am so giad,”’ she said. “I am not 
thinking so much of myself, but this is 
& vindication of my family. My father’s 
hame is still blameless.’’ 

Mrs. Lammers’ father, a wealthy mar- 
bie dealer, patted her on the shoulder 
and told her he knew she was innocent. 

“It was so ridiculous to think that I 
would steal a pair of gloves,’”’ said Mrs. 
Lammers. “Why, I got three pairs as 
presents last Christmas.’’ 

With her father, her husband and her 
daughters, Mrs. Lammers went to a 
downtown restaurant to dine in celebra- 
tion of her acquittal.

The Govern- 
ment’s investigations have disclosed the 
collection of $236,000 for the defense fund, 
while the custodians thereof have ad- 
mitted expenditures of only $190,000, and 
of this amount there has been nc public 
accounting. 

Darrow Retains His Nerve. 

Publicly Darrow has maintained the 
same unbroken nerve and daily almost 
has reiterated his innocence and voiced 
his assurance of “beating it.’”” Knowl- 
edge that a dictograph had heen record- 
ing his conversation for weeks before 
the McNamara surrender, and that its 
records would be used against him in 
his trial, seemed not to shatter his iron 
nerve. He has gone ahead collecting 
character evidence in Chicago, his home, 
and the scene of his many triumphs as 
@ lawyer and special pleader for labor. 
A short time ago he issued an appeal 
for funds for his defense. Admitting 
that he was not “broke,” he expressed 
the conviction that the friends of labor 
should bear the great burden of clear- 
ing him from the bribery charge. 

Outside of a limited circle there has 
been no intimation of the pending nego- 
tiations, although many suspected they 
were in progress. Today came news 
that Lincoln Steffens, the New York 
Socialist magazine writer and munici- 
pal critic, was hurrying to the coast, 
having been in touch with the situa- 
tion ever since he acted as mediary in 
the surrender of the McNamaras last 
December. It is Known that Steffens’ 
interest in the McNamara surrender and 
his association with Darrow have been 
the subject of investigation by the pros- 
ecution and the interests standing be- 
hind it. It was, consequently, inferred 
immediately that Steffens’ coming is in 
the nature of another compromise.

Some of the Naval Reserves Say 
They Could Not Sleep-on 
Way Up the River. 








The Isla de Luzon, successor to the 
Huntress as naval defender of St. Louis, 
which arrived Tuesday afternoon, is 
anchored in the channel where the wa- 
ter is 42 feet deep, a couple of hundred 
yards south of the Eads Bridge. 
The river was a long time waking up 
to the advent of the Isla. The gunboat 
was in full view from the free bridge 
long before a single whistle was blown 
in salute. A few factory whistles along 
the wharf began to blow, and then grad- 
ually some of the craft in the river got 
up steam enough to maké a little noise. 
‘There was quite a merry din in progress 
when the Luzon answered the welcome 
with a salute.of three rounds from one 
of her one-pound guns. 
Comes Up Like a Spook. 

The Isla came up the river like a 
spook. And, according to some of our 
intrepid naval reserves who brought her 
up from Memphis, that is exactly what 
she is. Having been a Spanish boat 
that was sunk by Admiral Dewey in 
Manila Bay, there is naturally much 
superstition attaching to the Isla, some 
of our St. Louis jackies protesting while 
coming ashore that they had not been 
able to sleep on her. They “heard 
things walking around in the night.” 

Besides having sucn smemorics con- 
nected with her, the Luzon is one of 
those “long, low rakish craft,’ al! white 
except for some yellow trimming. Ags 
she came quietly up the river she did 
not look at all unlike a ghostly visitor. 

When the gunboat anchored, the crew 
of naval reserves was at sea for an 
hour or so as to how to get to land. 
Friends on shore, who fancied they 
could distinguish their friends aboard 
the boat, signalled for them to land. 

Every one was in a predicament. Of 
course, in an extreme emergency, one 
cf the boats could have been lowered, 
but the river was rough for rowing and 
it's such dirty water to get wet in, too. 
The good launch Victor finally went to 
the rescue and all hands except the 
watch got ashore. 


Boys Well Trained. 
The Luzon will be kept in the position 


in which she is now anchored, and ar- 
rangements will be made for the ac- 
commodation of visitors who desire to 
go aboard. Lieut. James Muir, execu- 
tive officer of the gunboat, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the naval re- 
serves would repaint the gunboat and 
fix it up generally, to make it one of 
the finest show features of St. Louis, 

‘They made a lot of fun of the Hun- 
tress,’ said Muir, “but it served its pur- 
pose. Fifteen minutes after the regulars 
turned this boat over to us in Memphis, 
every man of our crew of 96 officers and 
men, was in his place, the dynamos were 
zoing and we were ready to start. The 
boys did as well as if they had received 
their training on a man of war. 

The Isla de Luzon is 192 feet long, 
has an extreme width of 30 feet, draws 
12 feet 6 inches and has a displacement 
of 1125 tons. She can travel 14 knots an 
hour, and has four 4-inch guns, two 6- 
pounders, two 3-pounders, two 1-pound- 
ers and two Colt’s automatic.

West was found in a room with Mrs. 
Anna Miller, alias* Meyers, who is 
known to the St. Louis police.

10 minutes that he was not in the 
room. 

West is the only one of the five to 
be captured to date. He and William 
Harrington, another of those who es- 
caped, were charged jointly with bur- 
glary and larceny. :

British Author Say Callous Out- 
bursts About Disaster Have 
Disgusted Him. 


LONDON, May 22.—G. Bernard Shaw, 
in the London Daily News, replies to 
Sir A. Conan Doyle's criticism of his 
Titanic article. In a column letter 
Shaw says: 

“The captain of the Titanic did not, 
as Sir Arthur thinks, make a terrible 
mistake. He made no -mistake. He 


knew perfectly well that ice is the only 
risk that is considered really deadly in 
bis line of work and, knowing it, he 
chanced it and lost the hazard. 

‘‘Bentimental idiots, with a break in 
the voice, tell me that he went down 
to the depths. I tell them, with the im- 
patient contempt they deserve, that so 
did the cat. 

“Heroism is extraordinarily fine con- 
duct resulting from extraordinarily 
high character. Extraordinary circum- 
stances may call it forth and may 
heighten its dramatic effect by pity, by 
| terror, by death and destruction, by 
darkness and a waste of waters, but 
none of these accessories is the thing 
itself and to pretend that it is to de- 
base the moral currency by substituting 
the conception of sensational misfortune 
for inspiring achievement. 

“IT am no more insensible to the pity 
of the catastrophe than anyone else, 
tut I have been driven by an intoler- 
cble provocation of disgusting and dis- 
honorable nonsense to recall our jour- 
nalists to their senses by saying blunt- 
ly that the occasion has been disgraced 
hy a callous outburst of romantic lying. 

“To this I now wish to add that, if 
when I said this, I had read the evi- 
dence elicited by Lord Mersey’s inquiry 
as to the Californian and the Titanic 
emergency boat I should probably have 
expressed myself much more ‘strongly. 
I refrain now only because the facts 
sre beating the hysterics without any 
help.’’

What he termed the lowest electric 
power rates for manufacturing purposes 
in the United States, was announced by 
Vice-President and General Manager 
Einstein of Union Electric Wednesday. 
The rate will vary from % cent a kilo- 
watt hour to 1.19 cents, according to the 
demand of the consumer. ~” 

The new rate, effective immediately, 
will give manufacturers electricity at 
about one-half what they are now pay- 
ing for it, he said. The rate wag made 
for the purpose of creating a big de- 
mand for electricity for power purposes 
by the time current from the big. dam 
at Keokuk is available in St. Louis in 
July, 1913, and to encourage manufac-' 
turing industries in St. Louts. 

“The net rate for this energy,” said 
Manager Einstein, “‘will be $20 per kilo- 
watt per year for the first 200 kilowatts 
of demand, and $15 per kilowatt demand 
per year for all excess, plus an energy 


jcharge of only 5 mills per kilowatt 


hour.” 
How the Scale Operates. 

Under this rate, Einstein said, a con- 
sumer operating a 20-kilowatt plant 
eight hours a day for a year, consum- 
ing a total of 576,000 kiolwatt hours of 
current, would get his electricity for 
1.19 cents a kilowatt hour; operating 
the plant 12 hours a day he would get 
the current for .963 of a cent a kilowatt 
hour, and operating it 20 hours a day 
the current cost would be .778 of a cent 
a kilowatt hour. 

.““There will be no such low electric 
power rate in any other city in the 
United States,”’ said Einstein. “Of 
course One of our objects in making this 
offer is to strengthen our own re- 
sources, but it is our ambition to make 
St. Louis one of the greatest powcr mar- 
kets in the world. The low rate ought 
to brimg many new industries to St. 
Louis. 

**Electricity at the price we offer it is 
much cheaper than steam power. Everv 
time a big steam plant goes out of use 
and electricity is substituted, just so 
much smoke will be eliminated. 

“The electricity will be delivered to 
the consumer, under these rates, ‘unre- 
fined.’ By that I mean that it will be 
delivered from overhead transmission 
lines at 13,200 volts, 25 cycles. The con-

TO QUIT THE SENATE 


Massachusetts ‘‘Silent’’ Leader Is 
Pushed Out of Race by 


Progressives. 


WASHINGTON, May, 22.—_Senator Win- 
throp Murray Crane of Massachusetts 
will retire to private life at the expira- 
tion of his present term, March 3, 1913. 
He made a definite announcement last 
night to that effect. No reason was 
given for the unexpected action.

Olivia Schneider, 3 Years Old, 
Wants Them Both, But They 
Have Separated. 


PLACED IN NEUTRAL HANDS 





Test. Before Probation Officer, 
Followed Mother’s Attempt 
to Carry Girl Away. 





Golden-haired Olivia Schneider, aged 
8, had to assume the responsibility of 
choosing with which of her foster par- 
ents, who are separated, she would live, 
but was unable to make a choice Tues- 
day afternoon. 

Perched upon a table in the Juvenile 
Court with her foster mother, Mrs. 
Christine Schneider, on one side and 
her foster father, Gustave Schneider, on , 
the other, the child would turn first to 
the man and then to the woman. 

She would first cry, “I want my papa,” 
and put her her arms about Schneider’s 
neck and hug.him. ‘Then she would 
say, “I want my mamma.” and would 
scramble into Mrs. Schneider’s lap. At 
last, wearied at long and fruitless argu- 
ments about her future, she tumbled 
off into her mother’s arms and fell 
asleep. 

The result was that while the parents 
still were unable to bécome reconciled, 
Mrs. Katherine Meyers, sister of Mrs. 
Schneider, but friendly to the husband, 
came forward, weeping, and as a com- 
promise offered to keep the baby, each 
rarent to have ample opportunity of 
being with the child. The offer was 
accepted pending the probable filing and 
settlement of a divorce suit. 

The scene in the Juvenile Court was 
the climax to a day of stirring events 
in the Sehneider household. Earlier in 
the afternoon Mrs. Schneider was pass- 
ing the home of Mrs. Meyers. 4919 Blow 
street. when she heard the laughter of 
a child at play. -She recognized the 
voice as that of Olivia, whom she had 
not seen since her separation from her, 
husband, April 19. 

When she called to the little girl, 
Olivia ran to her. The mother picked 
the child up and ran with her to the 
Cherokee car line and. boarded a car 
for downtown. A neighbor had seen her, 
and a telephone call to the police caused 
Mrs. Schneider to be intercepted at 
yrand and Gravois avenues. The wom- 
an and child were taken to the Magnolia 
Avenue Police Station and Schneider, a 
printer at‘the Con.P. Curran company, 
was notified. 

While she was waiting for her hus- 
hand to appear, Mrs. Schneider .told 
sergt. Driscoll the story of her family 
troubles. She and her husband parted 
in March, she said, and she opened a 
boarding housd at 3042 Laclede avenue. 
She asserted Gunreasonable jealousy on 
the part of her husband caused their 
separation. — 

Her husband came to the: rooming 
house April 19, she said, and they quar- 
reled. Policemen took Olivia away from 
her and gave the chjld to Schnelder. 

When Schneider arrived at the police 
station he and his wife were unable to 
agree as to which should have Olivia, so 
they were sent to Hugh Fullerton, Chief 
Probation Officer. It was Fullerton 
who, noticing the love of the little girl 
for both of them, put the child on the 
table between them, to see if he could 
Getermine which the little girl loved 
raost. 

Mrs. Schneider refused to tell anything 
of the parentage of Olivia Wednesday, 


her home and’ that she didn’t suppose 
the little girl’s mother knew where she 
was. Both she and her husband had be- 
come as strongly attached to Olivia as 
‘f ‘she were their own daughter, she 
said.

NEW YORK, May 22.—Mrs. Josephine 
Lawrence, widow of Dr. Joseph J. Law- 
rence of St. Louis and New York, has 
filed suit in the Supreme Court against 
Russell Hopkins of Atlanta and New 
York, the husband of her granddaughter, 
Mrs. Vera Lawrence Siegrist Hopkins, 
for $250,000, which she alleges he has 
fraudulently obtained from her by abuse 
of her confidence and by playing upon 
her love for her granddaughter and the 
latter’s baby zirl. The money is alleged 
to have been obtained within twenty 
months. 

Mrs. Lawrence asks that Hopkins be 
compelled to return to her promissory 
notes aggregating more than $125,000. An 
order prohibiting the negotiation of the 
notes has been served on Patrick Kelly, 
superintendent of the Hopkins estate at 
Irvington-on-the-Hudson, in the absence 
of Hopkins. This estate was presented 
by Dr. Lawrence to Mr. and Mrs. Hop- 
kins shertly after their runaway mar- 
riage, Oct. 4, 1906. Dr. Lawrence died 
March 14, 1909, leaving an estate of 
more than $2,000,000. 

Allegations of Fictitious Debts. 

Mrs. Lawrence’s affidavit declares 
that soon after her husband’s death 
Mr. Hopkins instituted on fictitious al- 
legations of debt a suit to recover $150,- 
000 from the estate of Dr. Lawrence. 
The estate was left in trust for the 
children of Vera Lawrence Hopkins, the 
latter to receive two-fifths and Mrs. 
Lawrence, widow of the testator, three- 
fifths of the income during their lives, 
the survivor of those to receive all the 
income. 

Russell Hopkins is a man of extrava- 
gant tastes and habits, Mrs, Lawrence 
avers, and since his marriage with her 
granddaughter has had no_ self-sup- 
porting ‘occupation.

She states that Mr. Hopkins falsely 
represented to her that he had an op- 
portunity to engage in business in Cali- 
fornia with promise of great profits and 
that it would be necessary for him to 
removo his residence with his wife and 
child to that State. 
He proposed. and she agreed, she says, 
that in consideration of Hopkins’ aban- 
doning the alleged opportunity in Cali- 
fornia, she should pay him $500 a month 
for eight years, a total of $144,000, 
Mrs. Lawrence’s love for Mrs. Hop- 
kins and little Joseph Lawrence Hop- 
kins, her great-granddaughter and 
namesake, were again the medium of 
money seeking by Hopkins, the com- 
Plainant declares, last winter, when, 
she says, Hopkins demanded that, in 
further consideration of his permitting 
Mrs, Lawrence to enjoy the companion- 
ship of his wife and daughter.

He es- 
tablished one for a brief period on his 
Fifth avenue property and previously 
at his father’s home at Peachtree and 
Baker streets, Atlanta, he was com- 
pelled to remove a similar collection of 
wild animals when neighbors made 
complaint that it was a nuisance. 

Meets Girl When She I« 1a. 

In Atlanta, about six years ago, Mr. 
Hopkins met Miss Vera Lawrence Siegr- 
rist, then in her sixteenth year, He 
followed her when she returned to New 
York and took her to Peeksk!!! on the 
little yacht Uno, which he had hired.

Dr. and Mrs. Lawrence immediately 
forgave this elopement.
